Eaeh ballot had on it the 
names of four Bishops. At the cdh- 
clusion of the ballot the te'lers retired, 
with instructions to not diiulge the re- 
sult in any way until madr known at 
the Afternoon session, to bo held at St.

Bishop Simpson introduced a resolu- 


tion, which was adopted, approving the 
project of holding an Ecumenical Coun- 
cil in London, August, 1881, and re 
questing the appointment of two per- 
sons to act with Bishop Simpson on 
behalf of this general conference in 
making arrangements, and also request- 
ing that at least three Bishops be v 
pointed as delegates.

), where the inqoeit was returned 


at 9 o'clock this forenoon. Promptly 
Bt tit* hour named the jury assembled, 
when William Ward told what he knew 
about the tragedy, which was about the 
tame as given to these columns on Tues- 
day; that he, Johnson, C. C. Davis and 
Marion Stevens, son of the late Joseph 
Steven*, got into his (Ward's) wagon to 
town ob Saturday night and drove down 
to Weber'* beer hall, where, after a short 
•top, they left Johnson, he refusing1 to get 
into the wagon again. 
On arriving at 


Davis'* hone, Ward hitched his horses to 
the fence and each of the three men went 
into the house; that after they had been 
there a short time, Stevens bade the in- 
mates good-bye and toft. Soon after the 
witness testified he and Davis heard two 
pistol shots, but paid but little attention 
toll, a* pUtol firing is of common occur- 
rence to that particular locality. And 
afterward, on hearing the uproar at Mrs. 
Johnson's home, nearby, the two men ran 
down to learn the cause of the racket, 
and found Berry on the bed, bleeding 
from a pistol shot wound in bis breast.— 
Dr. E. W. Weems, the atteudto*Tphysi- 
clan, mad* a statement of Johnson's con- 
dition when .called to attend him, but as 
no post mortem examination had been 
made, he could not swear positively as to 
the cause of the death. David Hutchi- 
sons, Egq , the notary public, who took 
Johnson's dying statement on the fore- 
noon before his death, was next placed 
on the stand. The witness gave the sub- 
stance about as follows: 
That on 


Saturday, May 8th, Johnson got into 
Ward's wagon and started for home, ac- 
companied by C. C. Davis, Wm. Ward 
t»d Marion Stevens, Arriving at Weber's 
beer hall on the way, the party got out. 
They remained there a short time, when 
Ward, Davia and Stevens left in the 
wcgon, leaving Johnson to the ball.— 
About 8 o'clock Johnson started for home 
alone, and when he arrived near his home 
he went np to Ward'* team hitched to 
the fence near the stable on the Davis- 
Howard premise*, and while there a man 
came out of the-Davi* house and wanted 
to know why Johnson was fooling around 
the W*«OB, and accused him of trying to 
steal the team and hog* in th* pen — 
Johnson- said he wanted to see if there 
WB* anybody in the wagon, and intended 
no wrong. The man then threatened to 
shoot Johnson, and. as the latter started 
toward the man, be fired two shots at him, 
one of Which struck a pass-book, the bul- 
let glancing off,and the other bullet going 
through hi* body, aa heretofore stated.— 
In conclusion, Johnson 
believed that 


from the size of the man, M seen to the 
darkness, hi* manner and the tone of his 
voice, the man who shot him was C. 0. 
Davis. And on the strength of this state- 
ment, a* stated yesterday, Davit was 
wrested and lodged to the county jail 
without bail. 


The jury, after consultation, adjourned 


until 1 o'clock thi* afternoon, in order to 
obtain the teetimony of Marion Stevens, 
who 1* employed at Tnttle'a saw-mill, 
about 5 mile* southeast of the city. 


At 8 o'clock tM* afternoon the jury had
